Hargis, accompanied by his wife, 
his daughter, Miss Evelyn, and Mias 
Lcrawford. a friend of the latter, and tho 
prisoner’s close personal friend Breck 
Combs, ex-Sheriff of Breathitt county, 
had arrived at the court house and 
taken seats within tho bar. They had 
apparently been told the result of the 
verdict, as they showed no signs of 
uneasiness, but on the contrary the 
face of the feudal chief was already- 
wreathed in smiles. 

The jury was ushered In and Fore¬ 
man O’Lee in response to the question 
that they had reached a verdict an¬ 
swered "we have,” and coming forward 
presented the Jury’s written decision to 
the clerk.

Mrs. McKinley is In a comatose 
condition to-night and It is stated that 
there are no grounds for hope of a bet¬ 
ter turn. It Is.announced to-night that 
Surgeon General Rixey by special 
train will reach here at 6:20 to-morrow 
morning. 

Dr. Portmaran, After his visit to the 
McKinley home at 12 o’clock to-night 
unnounced that he found a alight 
change for the better In Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinley’s condition. She was then In a 
semi-congous state.

Dr. Portmann. however, said that 
the change was rvot such as woulu 
lead him to expevt any great Improve¬ 
ment, neither did he think that a fatal 
turn could be ex exacted before morn¬ 
ing. So confidenrt did he feel on this 
point thtat he said at 11 o’clock that he 
did not expect to remain at the Mc¬

FUMES KILL FIVE. 


AMMONIA PIPE EXPLODES IN 
ARMOUR CHICAGO PLANT. 


Twenty Victims, But Fifteen Are 
Dragged Out By Their 
Companions. 


Chicago. May 23.—Five workmen 
were killed and a dozen other* serious, 
ly Injured this afternoon w T h*n an am¬ 
monia pipe exploded In the beef-killing 
department of Armour & Company’s 
plant at the stockyards. The building 
was full of workmen at the time and 
the deadly fumes, escaping from under 
high pressure, penetmtod through ev¬ 
ery department in such n short time 
that twenty men were overcome be¬ 
fore they could make their escape to 
the fresh air. All bpt five of these men 
were dragged from the place by their 
companions In a serious condition and 
taken to a nearby hospital. 

An Ineffectual effort to search fer 
dead in the Interior of the building 
was made by employes wearing rafety 
masks, but they were driven heck by 
the fumes, and it was not until six 
hours after the explosion that the first 
body, that of a man. burned beyond 
recognition, .was taken from the 
fourth A few minutes later four 

other bodies were found, all of them 
having been burned in a horrible man¬ 
ner. 

A search of the plant Is still being 
made for more bodies, as all of the men 
have hot as yet been definitely ac¬ 
counted for., All the dead and injured 
were foreigners. 


COURT UPHOLDS 
JUDGE CARNES E 


Denies Writ of Mandamus 
Against Him. 


Right To Transfer Cases To 
Elliott Affirmed. 


Trial of Hargis At Sandy 
Hook Will Proceed. 


POINTS IN QUESTION SETTLED. 


Frankfort, Ky., May 23.—[Special ]— 
The writ of mandamus prayed for In 
the name of the Commonwealth by 
Attorney General Hays and Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Adams, of the 
Twenty-third Judicial district, to re¬ 
quire Special Judge William Carnes, 
of the Breathitt Circuit Court, to en¬ 
ter an order granting an appeal from 
his order transferring the Hargis mur- 
der cases, for the Cox assassination, to 
Elliott county on change of venue, was 
denied by the Court of Appeals at to¬ 
day’s session. The case* will now be 
called for trial at a term of court to 
begin at Sandy Hook on Monday of 
next week. 

In refusing the writ of mandamus 
against Special Judge Carnes the court 
here certified to the parties concerned 
an opinion as the law applicable to the 
questions with respect to which the 
Commonwealth desired an appeal. The 
opinion, which is that of the full bench 
of the court, was written by Judge 
Settle. • 

• • • 

Circuit Judge Has Power. 


In the opinion the court says that It 
is a well-settled rule that It will not 
disturb the decision of the trial Judge, 
either in granting or refusing & change 
of venue, unless it was based upon 
some ground not authorized by the 
statute, or amounted to an abuse of 
discretion, and that the lower court’s 
selection of the county to which a case 
shall bo transferred cannot be Inter¬ 
fered with by the Appellate Court un¬ 
less It appears with reasonable cer¬ 
tainty that there was error on tho part 
of tho court in Its decision. 

The court further says that when the 
Commonwealth's Attorney objected to 
the transfer to Elliott county he should 
have offered testimony in support of his 
objection, and by that means given the 
higher court here the evidence upon 
which the Special Judge acted. Tho 
court further says that It may bo true 
that Judge Carnes ought to have re¬ 
moved the case* to some oounty more 


other adjacent county to which there is 
no valid objection. If It appears that tho 
defendant or the Commonwealth cannot 
?!ave a fair trial In the county where the 
prosecution is pending; and If the Judge 
satisfied that a fair trial cannot be had 
| an adjacent county, he may order the 
trial to be had In the most convenient 
county in which a trial may be had.” 
Section 1110 dlrectR how the defendant 
ahall proceed In applying for a change of 
venue, and how the matter is to be de¬ 
termined by the court. Section 111! pro¬ 
vides; **Jf the application Is made by the 
Commonwealth, a petition stating the rea¬ 
sons therefor and signed, by the Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney shall be filed in 
court, and reasonable notice In writing of 
the time when the application will be 
made must be given the defendant, or. if 
he be absent from the county, to his at¬ 
torney. ami the application shall be heard 
and determined as provided in the next 
preceding section.” 

That Is, the court shall in open court, 
hear all witnesses that may be produced 
by either party, and from the evidence 
determine whether or not the appellant 
Ls entitled to a change of venue. Section 
1112 provides yet another ground for a 
change of venue. '‘Whenever any Judge 
shall be satisfied from his own knowledge 
and from tho written statement of the 
Common wealth’s Attorney that such a 
state of lawlessness exists in any county 
that the ocors will be prevented from dls- 
charging their duty, or the Jurors be de¬ 
terred from rendering an Impartial ver¬ 
dict, he may order the prosecution re¬ 
moved to some other county In which a 
fair trial con bo had and the Fiscal 
Court of the county from which such re-

Birmingham. Ala., May 23.—By a 
vote of 96 to 94 the General Assembly 
of rhe Southern Presbyterian Church 
to-day voted In favor of adopting the 
Charlotte articles of agreement.

The vote on the 
adoption of tihe articles was token 
shortly after noon and the closeness 
of the final count shows how badly 
divided the assembly was on the ques¬ 
tion.

DEATH PENALTY FOR MURDER 
OF DR. TOWNSEND. 


RECEIVES VERDICT STOLIDLY. 


New York^ May' 22.—“I am Qo Harry 
K. Thaw, birt plain John Hell. I have 
no wealth—but If I had I could pro-iuo* 
wlitnesiscs whose testimony would ac¬ 
quit me." 

With 'th<v«* woi\L a Brooklyn trolk*y 
car conductor cioeed an Impassioned 
address to the Jury that three hours 
later wn» tn find him guilty of mhrder 
in the first decree. 

Bell, a young man of mediocre at- 
taiinmejvts. was happily married a few 
years ago. A year after the wedding 
hl» wife dilcd in childbirth. Dr. Charle-* 
Wttmot Townsend, a prominent physi¬ 
cian of Staten Island, had attended h*r. 
On the humble stone ihd* marked her 
grave Bell caused to be chiseled: “Re¬ 
venge renews our happy love in toeiv- 
«>«/’ He was inconsolable and for 
monthc brooded over his affliction. To 
hrts friends he expressed the convict ion 
that hiis wife hod not received the prop¬ 
er medical care. 

On the q&gh* of January 24 last Dr. 
Tbwiwend wm* shot to death tn hia 
bed. He had been awakened by tho In¬ 
truder and exclaimed; “If you are here 
to rob take what, you can find, bun 
do not harm my family or me.” 

Tho supposed burglar replied: “1 
want none of your things: I want you,'* 
and flml. Mrs. Townsend, who occu¬ 
pied tho bed with hoT husband, was the 
onily witness of the murder. 

Lottery subsequent!? written by B- 
auu&od hils arrest, end In court his owm 
family, with the exception of his father, 
who was excused, appeared against 
him. A half brother testified that BmU 
confessed to having killed the physi¬ 
cian for revenge. 

Bell was the only witness for the de¬ 
fense, and the trinJ. held a4 lb»olun<onrl, 
was not prolonged. This afternoon the 
case was given to the Jury and to-night 
a verdict of murder tn the first de¬ 
gree* was returned. Judge Abbott de¬ 
nied a motion, for a now trial and forth¬ 
with sentenced the prisoner to be elec¬ 
trocuted on the first Monday In July 
next BeOl received the verdict and 
sentence stoMdUy arid PBttmtaed cool 
when his atep-mother and hU a.sler 
fainted. . 

Bed dmiled the confession attribut’d 
to hi.n by his half-tarot her; said he se¬ 
cured a weapon bocniubo he lvad con- 
tempfeatod suicide, and explained Che 
comb inscription that bad been used 
agrttiiist him by declaring that vondiite 
hail stolen the flowers which he had 
dally pteoed upon his wife’s grave and 
lhat when the Headstone was erected he 
resolved to punish the thieve*.

Costs State $2,081.48. 


The Hargis trial, which was finished 
to-day, cost the State in witness fees 
and Jurors $2,081.48. There were about 
thirty witnesses summoned by the 
Commonwealth, which paid out for 
them $720.24. The twelve jurors whu 
tried tho case wore paid $276 and their 
board during the trial cost tho State 
$250. Three hundred veniremen were 
summoned from Scott county, from 
which the jury was chosen, jmd the 
total outlay for tho Jury was $1,361.24 
This, with the payment of $720.24 for 
witnesses, made a total of $2,081.48. 

Attorneys Byrd and Jouett were paid 
by the relatives of Cockrlll. but the 
salary of the Commonwealth's At¬ 
torney and presiding Judge* the 
services of the Sheriff and dep¬ 
uties and other costs of con¬ 
ducting the trial for two Weeks should 
be added to the expenses of tho Com¬ 
monwealth. The cost to the Hargis*-? 
Is estimated to have been at least $»l.'i00. 
Thetr expenses for witnesses wore 
probably over $1,000. and as they em- 
plqyed Judge Jere Morton, George 
Webb. George Hunt and E. P. Far¬ 
rell. the most prominent criminal law¬ 
yers of Lexington, and O. H Pollard, 
of Jackson, was In constant attendance 
also, their lawyers* fees alone, It Is be¬ 
lieved, were fully $5,000. Judge Hargis' 
personal expenses, and those of the re¬ 
tainers who were always about him 
must have aggregated within $1,000. 
which wiuild bring the direct cost to 
the feudal chlc*f for his acquittal In 
this trial alone up to about $7,000. The 
total cost to State and defendant is 
estimated at over $10,000.

Motion For Chang© Made. 

It appears from the ojeord before iw 
that the special Judge hhnaelf suggested 
that such a state of lawlessness existed 
In Breathitt county ns would authorize a 
change of venue under th© provisions of 
Section 1112. Kentucky Statutes; but that 
he doubted whether he hxul the power to 
make the transfer without the written 
statement from the Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney required by the section nml also 
Section 1111; whereupon the Comnvon- 
wealtli'8 Attorney prepared und filed 1 the 
necessary petition and statement asking 
the change of venue, which the court 
granted. The question then arose between 
the court and counsel as to the county 
to which the eases should be sent. At 
that Juncture counsel representing tho 
Commonwealth and tho defendants wore 
asked by the court to confer and see if 
they could not agree upon a county to 
Which to send the case. Counsel failed to 
asrree. and this was reported to the special 
Judge, and he at once announced that he 
would transfer the cases to Elliott county. 
To tlds the Commonwealth's Attorney im- 
tnodl&tely and strenuously objected. 
Counsel for the defendants objected to 
the counties named by counsel for the 
Commonwealth, and, though not asking a 
change of venue, said they would make 
no objection to the cases being sent to 
Elliott county. Neither side offered any 
evidence in support of Its contention and 
none was heard, and the discussion ended 
with an announcement from the special 
Judge that he would adhere to his previ¬ 
ously expressed conclusion to transfer tho 
cases to Elliott county, itnd tho order to 
that effect was accordingly entered. 

• • • 

Must Be Abuse. 


It is Insisted for tho CommoniweaJtii 
this was error. This court has repeatedly 
held Ln respect to this question, and such 
Is now tho well settled rule, that It will 
not disturb the decision atf the trial Judge, 
either in grunting or refusing a change 
of venue, unless It was based upon some 
ground not authorized by tho statute, or 
amounted to an abuse of discretion. What 
we have sold as to the trial court's dis¬ 
cretion in granting or refusing a change 
of venue applies with equal force to Us 
selection of the county to which the case 
Js to go after the necessity for the change 
of venue shall have been determined: that 
Is, the lower court's selection of the county 
to which to transfer the cose cannot be 
Interfered with by this court "unless It 
Is made to appear with reasonable cer¬ 
tainty that there was error upon the part 
of that court in its decision of the ques¬ 
tion/* / 

The question, therefore, of whether the 
venue should be changed, and, if so, tho 
county to which tho cask shall bo re¬ 
moved. mum be determined by the court 
upon the grounds presented therefor, and 
all the facts and circumstances before It, 
and the court should hear all the wit¬ 
nesses that may be produced by either 
l»uty. ln the cases under consideration 
the Special Judge heard no witnesses, tor 
none was Introduced or offered by either 
party; und, this being true, we do not 
think tho Commonwealth can rightfully 
complain of the action taken by the court. 
As the ground for the change of venue 
was the lawlessness existing In Breathitt 
county, and that fact was mode to ap¬ 
pear by the written statement of the 
Commonwealth's Attorney, and was be¬ 
sides personally known to the 3i>cclnl 
Judge from what hud occurred at tho pre¬ 
vious term of court, he had the right to 
remove th© case to another county with¬ 
out further proof as to the cause for such 
removal, as provided by Section 1112 Ken¬ 
tucky Statute*. 

• • • 

Should Have Had Testimony. 


When tho Commonwealth's Attorney ob¬ 
jected to the transfer of the ease© to El¬ 
liott county he shot rid have offered testi¬ 
mony to prove the soundness of his rea¬ 
sons for resisting the transfer, and, by 
that means, given this court, »in the form 
of a bill of exceidlons. the evidence upon 
which the Special Judge bared his action. 
It may be true that the Special Judge 
ought^to have removed the cases to some 
more convenient and accessible county, to 
which no valid objection could be made, 
but in the absence of evidence conducing 
to prove an abuse of discretion, we can¬ 
not say that he erred lb the action taken. 

It istinslsted for the Commonwealth that 
the Common weaith Attorney's request, 
mad© before the order changing the venue 
of the cores was entered, to be permitted 
to withdraw the written rtiitemcnt for 
such change, should have been granted by 
the Special Judge. We do not think this 
ruling of theSpectal Judge was error. Hav¬ 
ing tiled tho statement to induce the Spe¬ 
cial Judge to grant the change of venue, 
it was not proper for the Commonwealth's 
Attorney to withdraw It to defeat the 
very purpose for which it was filed. Coun¬ 
sel will not be permitted to experiment 
upon the court by taking action to pro¬ 
cure of It a ruling on a given question, 
and, because the decision on that question, 
however erroneous, is adverse to his in¬ 
terest or contention, attempt to render It 
nugatory* by withdrawing the action on 
his part which Induced Jt.

JTO WORD FROM BONAPARTE AS 
TO WHISKY LABELING. 


DECISION LIKELY TO STAND. 


Washington. May 23.—[Special.]—At¬ 
torney General Bonaparte has as yet 
Jnado no announcement relative to the 
arguments held before him lasrt week 
on the question of a modification of 
his recent ruling on tho labeling of 
Whiskies under the Food and Drugs 
Act. and It Is still assumed here that 
his original decision will stand. 

In the meantime the Department of 
Agriculture has commenced the work 
of formulating preliminary Instructions 
to Its prospective Inspectors, a circular 
on that subject having been Issued to¬ 
day. The Inspectors of the Bureau of 
Chemistry* are to visit establishments 
In which the products are manufac¬ 
tured, stored or sold, and report to the 
department regarding conditions of 
manufacture, taking samples wherever 
It is desired, and paying tho regular 
price for them. 

• • • 

Will Be Given Hearing. 


In case the report of tho inspector 
or the examination of the sample taken 
by him discloses a violation of the law 
no action will be taken until the dca’er 
or manufacturer has been notified and 
afforded a hearing before the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection. If the 
results of the inspection and examina¬ 
tion Indicate t.he law has not been vio¬ 


lated, or If it Is believed by the de¬ 
partment that prosecution Is unwar¬ 
ranted bocause of Irregularity of the 
sample or for any other reason. the 
dealer will be notified that no further 
action will be token with reference 
to that sample. 

No Information will be given In any 
case by an inspector or branch of the 
laboratory’ of the Bureau of Chemistry 
regarding the report of an Inspection 
of a factory or the result of an analy¬ 
sis. No statement will be made by 
him at any* time. No certificate of 
analysis will be given and no report 
other than the notice of a violation of 
a law. 

The Inspectors of the department will 
each carry a regular certificate of the 
department signed by H. W. Wiley, 
Fred Dunlap and George McCabe, tho 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection. 
In addiltfon the form will include a 
photograph of the inspector.

Speaker Cannon was born in Gull- 
ford Courthouse. N. C., seventy-one 
years ago last week and he left to-night 
for the Tar Heel State, where for a few 
days he will renew old acquaintances. 
They must be old. as the Speaker puts 
it, for he lived there for but three or 
four years and he has great doubts 
whether he will see any of his baby 
playmates. Since he has been In 
Washington, however, the Speaker has 
received a number of delegations from 
his native State, one of which last .win¬ 
ter invited him to attend the com¬ 
mencement exercises at Guilford this 
month, which the Speaker promised to 
do. 

The Speaker says his trip has no po¬ 
litical significance, though the poli¬ 
ticians are naturally talking of North 
Carolina delegates.

Chicago. May 23.—Details of a plan 
to bring lasting peace into the rela¬ 
tions of two great warring elements in 
the telephone business of the Lnited 
States and Canada, are to be reveal¬ 
ed in Chicago ten days hence, when 
the annual convention of the Interna¬ 
tional Independent Telephone Asso¬ 
ciation will begin at the Auditorium 
Hotel. Three entire floors of the big 
hotel have been reserved for the 1.000 
delegates to attend the convention, 
and the manufacturers of telephone ap¬ 
paratus who plan electrical displays 
for Chicago’s visitors. The convention 
may commit the country’s 23 fi 0 . 000.000 
independent telephone Interests to a 
programme of reciprocity with the 
Bell Interests wrhich they have fought 
for years. 

The method by which competition fa¬ 
tal to dividends is to be done away 
with, is known among independent 
managers as the “Indiana idea. ’ It is 
the latest development from the strug¬ 
gle for supremacy in that State, where 
the independents have nearly 200.000 
telephones in operation, ’tyi© Bell In¬ 
terests have proposed to 
from all competitive towns in Indiana 
except two, provided the Independent 
companies will take the Bell lines into 
their switch boards and deliver to the 
Bell companies such toll business as 
cannot be sent over independent lines. 

Telephone men expect that If the 
Indiana Independents will agree to 
the compromise offer of the Bell in¬ 
terests. the latter will follow the agree¬ 
ment by a proposition to Ohio inde¬ 
pendents similar to that In Indiana. 
The result promises to be better serv¬ 
ice for hundreds of thousands of tele¬ 
phone users all over the country, ^ nd 
more profits for the hitherto warring 
interests. . 

Although the Independent companies 
will discuss a business arrangement 
designed to restrict competition to 
tome extent, yiere will be no genoral 
ce*>satton of offbrt to extend the Inde¬ 
pendent lines. Telephone development 
of the country*, the Independents con¬ 
tend. depends largely upon* competi¬ 
tion. As proof of this they point to 
Kansas City, a competitive town, which 
has 22.000 more telephones than Wash¬ 
ington. a non-oompotit|ve city with 
70 000 more population. Like argument 
Is presented by the figures from Minne¬ 
apolis and Cleveland, which, combined, 
have 712.000 population, but support 
more telephones than Boston, a non¬ 
competitive city with 1.307.000 popula¬ 
tion. 

The telephone convention, to continue 
throe days, will be called to order on 
June 4 by President James B. Hore, 
of Cleveland. Representatives of thir¬ 
ty State organisations of independents, 
having a total of 7.000 companies oft 
their membership lists, will bo present. 

BANKING REFORMS NEEDED. 


Treasurer Treat Praises the National 
Banking System. 

Kansas City. May 23.—Charles H. 
Treat, treasurer of the United States, 
to-day addressed the Missouri Bankers* 
Association, meeting here In annual 
convention, on “Some Comments on the 
Aldrich Law.” Mr. Treat said the law 
was of much benefit, but that banking 
reforms still remain to be made. He 
believed our national bank system 
meets the needs of the country as a 
whole better than any other system In 
existence and he favored a modification 
of it rather than an attempt to Intro¬ 
duce any* revolutionary scheme such as 
credit currency.

INTENDED OR THOUGHT OF BY 
JUDGE RICHARDS. 


City Attorney Makes Statement Re¬ 
garding Assertions of Alderman 
Barnes At Council Meeting. 


Judge A. E. Richards. City Attorney, 
yesterday gave out the following state¬ 
ment in regard to the allegation made at 
the Board of Aldermen Tuesday night 
by Alderman Barnes to the effect that the 
City Attorney had been discourteous to 
the board In connection with his opinion 
on the street railway franchise: 

‘I was very much surprised. Indeed, 
when I saw' In the newspapers that Al¬ 
derman Barnes had considered me dis¬ 
courteous. as nothing was more foreign 
to iny Intentio-n. On the contrary. I had 
labored hard and subjected myself to 
very considerable inconvenience to get my 
opinion ready for the meeting In order 
to comply with what I thought were the 
wishes of the members. I endeavored to 
get It ready for that meeting on May 7. 
and. wrhen I found I could not dj so. 1 
addressed a written communication to 
th.j board, expressing my regret, and 
promising to have It finished In time for 
their meeting on May 21, If It was pos¬ 
sible for me to do so. 1 had to go to 
Cincinnati to argue the telephone case 
the early part of the first week, and so 
soon as I returncKi I was compelled to go 
to Chicago, at the request of the Mayor 
and the Board of Public Works, to ar¬ 
range the details of the contract with 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company for 


the Oak-street viaduct. This took sub¬ 
stantially all of the first wreck of their 
adjournment There are so many things 
I am obliged to do each day that I 
worked at night during the next week. 
Having succeeded In getting my material 
substantially all In hand I dictated the 
most of my opinion on Monday night It 
was half past 6 In the evening of Tues¬ 
day before It was finished. I had re¬ 
quested Mr. O’Sullivan to come by my 
house and take it to the board. I handed 
him the original for Alderman Barnes, 
wtth the request that he should deliver It 
to him as soon as he arrived at the City 
Hall, which he did. As I was acting un¬ 
der a resolution of the board itself I did 
not consider the opinion the private prop, 
ertv of Alderman Barnes, so also gave a 
copy to Mr. O’Sullivan to be delivered to 
the clerk of the board. 

“I do not well see how Alderman Barnes 
could consider me discourteous under 
these circumstances. I feel quite sure 
that no other city official has ever im¬ 
agined I was discourteous about anything 
In common with my office.”

ARMORY ACCEPTED. 


FISCAL COURT MAKES CON¬ 
TRACTORS LAST PAYMENT. 


Road Work Amounting To $25,000 
Provided For—Will Pay For 
levator Service. 


The Armorj' was finally accepted os 
completed by tho FHecal Court at Its 
meeting yesterday and Che last payment 
of $6,916 made to the contractors who did 
the work. 

It was decided by the court that It 
w'ould hereafter pay for -tibe elevator serv¬ 
ice In the cotuinousc, which is supplied 
by the JaJlor, custodian of the building, 
t’nder a decision delivered some Units ago 
by the Court of Appeals, John R. Pfi-inz, 
JiuIUt, decided that it was no longer In¬ 
cumbent upon him to pay out of his fees 
of office for the light, heat, Janitor serv¬ 
ice and elevator t* twice In the court house. 
The same decision held that this expanse 
was not a charge to 1/he Fiscal <A>urt. 
The matter was then put up to thr offi¬ 
cial occupants themselves, and so far th**y 
have reached no conclusion on the subject. 

For Uie present the officeholders have 
decided tho/t th^y noed no heat or light, 
so long a»s the weather is warm and the 
days are long, and furthermore that they 
cun make shift to got along without 
janitor service until the main building of 
the courthouse has been repaired. In re¬ 
gard to elervator service the Fiscal Court 
adopted the opinion of the County Attor¬ 
ney. which was that a convenient place 
fmr holding court must be supplied, and 
holding o>urt on tih* upper floors of the 
courthouse would hardly be convenient 
without elevators.

Richard M. Johnson, Charles A. Wick- 
llffe and many other distinguished cit¬ 
izens present." In January following 
Col. C. G. Memmlnger, Special Commis¬ 
sioner of South Carolina, visited Ken¬ 
tucky and addressed the Legislature In 
behalf of a bill to charter a branch of 
the Southwestern Railroad Bank, but it 
failed by one vote. The railroad pro¬ 
ject failed also in consequence of the 
great financial crisis which occurred 
while Its prospects seemed favorable. 

In 1872 an effort to revive the project 
and make a direct line from Charles¬ 
ton through Kentucky to Chicago was 
agitated, and a large meeting was held 
In Chicago of delegates from the Inter¬ 
vening States. Cyrus' H. McCormick 
presided and an organization was 
formed to promote the scheme, but the 
financial crash of 1873 terminated its 
hopes. With the large mileage since 
constructed between the two cities It 
would seem a feasible project now, 
highly benefited both cities and 
the intermediate country. To Chicago 
not less than Charleston it would be of 
great commercial value. To Kentucky 


.Charleston and Panama. 

Now' that the work on the Panama 
canal has become systematized and 
more effective from the succes- 
ful sanitation of the isthums, 
its beneficial effects upon various 
portions of the Union are be 
Ing discussed, and each is looking for¬ 
ward iwtth a view to such action as will 
best Prepare It for profiting by the 
completion of the world's new' commer¬ 
cial highway. New Orleans, from Its 
favorable proximity and its geograph¬ 
ical location as the terminus of the 
great natural water system of the Mis¬ 
sissippi and Its tributaries, proposes to 
celebrate its completion with a great 
World's Fair and to enter upon a pro¬ 
gressive campaign for a large increase 
In its population and commerce. The 
same spirit is stirring Chicago, St. Louis 
and the various cities of the Mississippi 
Valley, for the Improvement of the 
waterways between the lakes and the 
mouth of the great river, as arteries 
for the commerce w r hlch will be the out¬ 
growth of the canal's construction. 

But this marked interest in the com¬ 
mercial results to flow from the 
canal la not confined to the 
cities of the gulf and the Mississippi 
Valley. There are others equally hope¬ 
ful of good local commercial results and 
are preparing to enter the lists In the 
peaceful contest.* Among them Is 
Charleston, which rightfully claims a 
commanding position for trade between 
the Middle West and both South Ameri¬ 
ca and the Orient. With that view her 
enterprising citizens are preparing for 
an active campaign to make known her 
very great advantages ns a port for 
such trade and to establish closer and 
more cordial relations wit if the great 
Middle West. She is 400 miles nearer 
16 Panama, Rip Janeiro and Buenos 
Ayres than Now York, while her prox 
lmJty to Cuba and Porto Rico gives her 
great advantages of trade with those 
Islands. Already she has a vuluable 
railroad system connecting her with 
the Interior, while, by the way the 
crow flies, she is nearer to St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Louisville than New 
York Is. From Chicago to Charleston 
tho direct distance Is 150 miles less than 
to New York, and it would require but 
a few very short connecting links to 
give a direct all-rail route between the 
two cities. ' 

The Civil War, following before the 
recuperation of Charleston from an 
earthquake, had a serious ef¬ 
fect in paralyzing the energy and 
progress which had characterized the 
city in its earlier days, but In recent 
years it has shown a revival of Its o\d 
spirit, which gives promise of its yet 
realizing its early dreams. It la not gen¬ 
erally known that Charleston was one 
of the earliest pioneers in steam rail¬ 
road construction, having one propelled 
by steam in 1830, an extension of which 
to Kentucky was early projected. 

The trade between Kentucky and the 
South Atlantic States long antedated 
railroads. It consisted chiefly of live¬ 
stock driven through Cumberland and 
Saluda Gaps into North and South 
Carolina and Georgia, via Knoxville, 
and later this was the route by which 
Kentucky bagging and rope were sent 
for baling cotton in those States. In 
1838 South Carolina sent some of her 
most Influential men to Kentucky to 
urge the co-operation of the State In 
building a railroad a s an extension of 
her system of which 127 miles were 
then in operation. In Collins* Annals 
of Kentucky wHl be found the following 
item: “August 27, 1838; great railroad 
festival at Lexington In honor of 
Charleston. Louisville and Cincinnati 
railroad. Speeches were delivered by 
Gen. Robert Y. Hayne, of South Caro¬ 
lina; Judge Reese, of Tennessee, and 
others; Henry Cloy, John J. Crittenden, 


it would be equally so, as affording 
good market for her products and espe 
cially her coal. For the lacl* of this 
fuel there Is now no coaling station for 
ocean steamers south of Newport News 
while with it Charleston would have Us 
value as a port greatly enhanced. 

The city has one of the finest har 
bore In the Union, being sufficiently In 
land to be safe from storms, and since 
the construction of Jetties seaward, 
of sufficient depth for the largest ves 
sels. Rich in its historic associations, 
it would be a crowning triumph over all 
her trials to develop also Into a great 
commercial city. It would not only 
be the realization of her early dreams, 
but such close connection by rail wdth 
t£e great Middle West would result in 
a corresponding benefit to that region 
and to all the South Atlantic cities. The 
Courier-Journal, therefore, cordially 
wishes Charleston the fullest success In 
all her progressive aspirations. 


Manufacturers and the Tariff. 

It Is certainly significant that the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
has declared in favor of tariff reform, 
not exactly immediate, fer that Is seen 
to be Impossible, but "as aoon as pos 
sible," which Is about the same that 
others mean when they demand that 
the reform shall be made at once. All 
Intelligent people know that some time 
Is necessary to pass a tariff act, and 
when they demand Immediate action 
they simply mean that there should bo 
no unnecessary delay. This is no doubt 
what the Manufacturers' Association 
means when it declares for tariff re¬ 
form. It wants it immediately, so far 
as that Is practicable. 

It has long been the popular impres¬ 
sion that the protective tariff is for 
the benefit of manufacturers. This Is 
not particularly strange in view of 
tho history of tariff agitation. The very 
first tariff act ever passed by the Unit¬ 
ed States Congress, that of July 4. 1789, 
began its first section as follows: 
"Whereae. It Is neeeswry for the sup¬ 
port of tho Government, for the dis¬ 
charge of the debts of the United 
States, and the encouragement and pro. 
tectlon of manufactures, that duties be 
levied on goods, wares and merchandise 
Imported, be it enacted." eta It was 
thus set out that the first business of 
a tariff was to support the Government, 
the second to pay Its debts and the 
third to protect manufactures. The 
idea thus suggested continued in the 
subsequent history of the country and 
It is in comparatively recent times that 
a politician wrote that manufacturers 
were almost the only beneficiaries of 
the protective system, and so he was 
In favor of "frying the fat" out of 
them by making them contribute lib¬ 
erally for tho corruption of voters. 

Now. It Is true that manufacturers 
have been tho greatest beneficiaries of 
the protective system, but not all man¬ 
ufacturers. They have taken In cer¬ 
tain agricultural and other Interests 
In order to strengthen themselves, but 
the big prizes have gone to the manu¬ 
facturers. During all the time, how¬ 
ever, there have been many manufac¬ 
turers who derived no benefit from the 
tariff, and many believed themselves to 
be seriously Injured by it. As long, 
however, os the sufficiency of the home 
market was believed os an article of 
faith the protests from manufacturing 
circles were not numerous and not in¬ 
sistent. When Invited to go out and 
capture the markets of tho world, they 
treated the suggestion as the mere 
figment of an Imagination Intoxicated 
by free trade dreams. But domestic 
production so far outran domestic coiv- 
sumption that it became necessary to 
consider the question of Invading for¬ 
eign markets, and many found them¬ 
selves seriously crippled In this en¬ 
deavor by the tariff. There was the 
question of raw materials which had 
to be Imported and a tariff paid on 
many of them. The drawback system 
was invoked to aid exporters, but this 
did not always work satisfactorily. 
Moreover, our own exrldfcive system 
was taken as a model by many foreign 
countries, and laws passed which closed 
many markets to some of our manufac¬ 
turers. Commercial treaties framed 
in the^r Interest were defeated by tho 
efforts of others who saw in them no 
good for themselves and a possible in¬ 
jury. The happy family of domestic 
manufacturers. therefore, became 
divided, and many of them Insisted that 
the tariff, which professed to be in their 
interest, did them more harm than 
good. 

Oom plaint* from some manufactur¬ 
ers were long kept down by threats of 
withdrawing the protection they en¬ 
joyed. When th*y asked for frev raw 
materials they were told that the pro¬ 
ducers of maUrriaki were as much en¬ 
titled to protection as themselves; that 
free raw materials meant free finished 
products. Many were siterced by these 
threats, but others came to believe 
that they could got along without any 


protection. Thite has been strikingly 
shown In recent years by the shoe 
manufacturers, mast of whom pro¬ 
fessed quite willing to have 

the tariff taken off shoes if they were 
given free hides. There are others si mi- 
lar!y ineliiued who have not come ao 
preeminently .before the public. 

Several ytvus ago the Association of 
Manufacturers took advanced steps on 
the subject of reciprocity, and a spe¬ 
cial convention was held to consid^T the 
subject. The standpatters, however* 
rallied their forces and brought such 
a pressure to bear that th»3 convention 
<Wd i tot tiling hi aid of reciprac4ty. The 
advocates, however, of a fairer tariff 
were silenced mtiher than convinced, 
and they have not relaxed their effort*. 
During the past year a poll has been 
taken of all who could be Induced to 
respond, and 5f> per cent, of the 3.0C0 
that ttnswwned declared for linm**tlC'atte 
revi-sicn of the tariff. There were only 
8 per cent, that thought that tho time 
to revise had not yet come; 17 per cent. 
Were Indifferent or noncommliLtai, while 
only 20 per cent, were pronounced 
standpatters. The manufacturers thorn- 
salves being Judges, the prosen* tariff 
Is not "for the encouragement and pro¬ 
tection of manufactures." 

It has often been predicted that the 
time would come tv hen the United 
Stales would return to free trade, or a 
tariff for revenue, with the full assent 
and, in fact, at the Instigation of the 
manufacturers themselves. The time 
fer the fulfillment of this prophecy has 
not yet come, but who shall suy that 
the action of the Association of Manu¬ 
facturers does not foreshadow' it? it 
Is well known that free trade la Great 
Britain came, upon the demand of the 
manufacturers. It b.gan with the abo¬ 
lition cf the "com laws," or the meas¬ 
ures for the proteofil'on of grain, by 
which food was made artificially dear. 
The manufacturers wanted free trade 
in order that they might be in a po¬ 
sition more completely to capture for¬ 
eign markxrls, which were indispensa¬ 
ble to them. Notv. foreign markets ar¬ 
mors and more needed every 
year by our manufacturers. as 
Is shown by the fact that last 
year we exported f 719,000.000 worth 
of manufactured goods—more than ever 
before. Certainly our manufacturers 
have bean the bulwarks of the protect¬ 
ive system, and when they show them¬ 
selves In earnest in demanding a re¬ 
form of the tariff there is every reason 
to believe that it will not be long de¬ 
ferred.

It 
owes its celebrity in largo degree to the 
connection in which Senator Bailey, of 
Texas, was made to appeur. ln relation 
to the issue it involves, os a bor¬ 
rower or alleged, attorney* Among 
the allegations made by ' his op¬ 
ponents was that tho Senator was in 
the employment of the Waters-Pioroe 
Oil Company, which was charged to be 
in point of fact the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany, and that the various sums of 
memoy which he was shown to have re¬ 
ceived from H. Clay Pierce,' clialrman 
of the board of tho Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company, were not personal loans made 
to him, but payments for alleged ser¬ 
vices rendered and influence exerted ln 
behalf of the Standard Oil Company. 

Tho charges made against Senator 
Bailey, which become subject of pro¬ 
longed investigation by the Legislature 
of Texas, w'ere not sustained by that 
body and he was chosen for another 
term by a decisive majority on Joint 
ballot.

A NOTHER track record was broken 
at Churchill Down© yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon when Pasadena ran seven 
furlongs in 1:25 4-5. The best pre¬ 
vious time for the same distance over the 
local course was made by Pink Coat, the 
winner of the American and St. Louis 
Derbies. On May 19. 1900. Pink Coat, who 
was then five years qld, and carrying 110 
pounds, negotiated the seven furlongs In 
1:26* Yesterday ^afternoon Pasadena, with 
109 pounds up, ran the same distance In 
1:25 4-5. 

Pasadena la a bay horse, five years old. 
by Ben Strome—Blue Bella and is owned 
by B. Vincent & Co. There were only 
five starters in this rare, which was fifth 
on the card, and with Lee on Pasadena’s 
back, this horse was made a 3 to 5 fa¬ 
vorite and he simply galloped home, 
easily beating Jacquln, the second choice. 
It was a splendid performance, because 
the winner won as he pleased when his 
rider was ready. 

The third race on the card yesterday 
furnished a number of surprises and th^re 
is no way to estimate how much mon^y 
the bookmakers won on the result of IL 
There was an early tip on FunlculaJro. 
Tom Hayes’ gelding, and the talent and 
public alike played Funiculaire as If it 
was ull over but the cheering. Then, ten 
minutes later, somebody started a report 
that Col. Jim Douglas. Alf Oldham’s 
hr>tw\ would win beyond a doubt and that 
Mr Oldham would not start his horse In 
the big handicap Saturday. On the 
strength of this rumor thousands of dol¬ 
lars were wagered on Col. Jim Douglas, 
and. In spite of the strong play which 
ha*l been made on Funiculaire, Col. Jim 
Douglas was backed from 4 and 5 to 1 oft 
the boards. At post time there were 
very few bookmakers who would take

An unruly lot of youngsters faced the 
barrier in the first race, and It was some 
lime before Starter Holt man could get 
them In perfect alignment, but when the 
gate w'ent up It was to a good start, 
with Wagner, Jr., first to show In front 
Jim Meyers took command after the first 
sixteenth with Synchronized at his throat, 
latch, but when the field was straight¬ 
ened out for the final effort, the eon of 
Orlando began to draw away and plenty 
of daylight could be seen between the 
first two.

The lat¬ 
ter forced a terrific pace, but wjls unable 
to stall off the challenge of the winner, 
finishing second six lengths in advance of 
Royal Breeze. 

Demo won the last number on the card, 
which resulted In a spirited contest, the 
McCarren gelding getting the decision by 
a narrow margin. Albert Fir was first 
to break when the barrier was sprung, 
but dropped back and laid away from 
the pace, hooked up with Demo In the 
run through the stretch and was only 
beaten a scant head for the long end of 
the purse. King Leopold, the choice of 
the talent, was relegated to the rear 
ranks In the scramble for positions right 
after the start and was compelled to take 
the overland route, that spoiled whatever 
chances he might have had.

Taking umbrage at the adverse edi¬ 
torial comment In The Even¬ 
ing Times and The Louisville 
Herald regarding the dismissal of 
Dr. Sarah Murphy on peremp¬ 
tory Instructions, Judge Joseph Pryor 
yesterday morning held a special ses¬ 
sion of the Criminal Court In order to 
deliver a statement of his position and 
to make a defense of his rulings. He 
professed that he did not believe th e 
law gave him the authority to punish 
the editor of either paper for con¬ 
tempt and also took much pains to air 
his personal and political differences 
with them. 

As an official utterance from the 
bench, it bids fair to claim a unique 
and altogether original position In the 
annals of Kentucky Jurisprudence. 
Judge Pryor’s comments had been 
written out beforehand and were road 
by him to those assembled in the court¬ 
room. 

J. M. Huffuker, Commonwealth's At¬ 
torney, who had taken no active part 
In the prosecution of Dr. Murphy, also 
made a statement In which he upheld 
Judge Pryor In his ruling, declaring 
It entirely Just. He spoke In the high¬ 
est terms of praise of J. T. O'Neal, 
one of Dr. Murphy’s counsel, and de¬ 
clared that he had never seen Aaron 
Kohn, her leading attorney, do any¬ 
thing calculated to "dishonor an hon¬ 
ored profession." 

The statements are os follows; 

• • • 

To Explain His Position. 

My first Impulse was not to notice, but 
treat with contempt, the article* ap¬ 
pearing In the editorial column* of the 
Morning Herald und The Evening Time* 
of May 22, 1W7. relative to the trial of 
Dr. Sarah Murphy, but 1 feel that in 
Justice to myself, a* these sheets have a 
small circulation outside of the city of 
Louisville, and that some persons who 
do not know inc might get a false im¬ 
pression of the administration of Justice 
in my court, that 1 should, at lea*!, ny 
something in defense of the false attitude 
In which 1 have been placed, and this la 
the sole and only reason that prompts me 
to reply at all to the scurrilous articles. 

1 do not feel that my reputation, char¬ 
acter and standing In this community 
(which Is so well established) can bo In¬ 
jured by the sayings or writings of such 
men as Hakleman or Newman. What ap¬ 
peared In The Evening Times relative to 
this case, and to my decision, was, I tun 
sure, the result of a brainstorm which 
has been brewing In the mind of the ed¬ 
itor of this paper ever since the rumor 
has been afloat ns to the reversal of the 
election cases, ho thereby realizing that 
hts political star Is about to set. and that 
he can no longer, or. at least, very little 
longer, act as the political ringmaster for 
the Democratic party In Louisville and 
Jefferson county, ami he take* this m«me 
of making his fight'against his political 
enemies, Mr. O'Neal and Mr. Kohn, over 
my shoulder; and because I saw* fit. as I 
always do, to try the Murphy case ac¬ 
cording to the law and the evidence, and 
not the dictates of The Time* and Her¬ 
ald, I. as Judge of the Jefferson Circuit 
Court. Criminal Division, come in for a 
like share of his abuse. Bo It so. 

"Ah to whether or not l am deserving 
of the abuse and scurrilous articles heap¬ 
ed upon me by these two editors, be¬ 
cause of my decision In this case, I leave 
It to the public to say. It was. Indeed, 
humiliating to me to have It known that 
the Editor of The Times had been so in¬ 
strumental In having me elected to my 

C resent position, for 1 would rather have 
ent that from the public, being more 
ashamed of It than he could possibly be. 
As to the Editor of the Herald. I have 
Httlo to say because no one who knows 
him. Intimately, not even his best friend*, 
ever take* anything that appears in the 
edltorlul columns or his paper seriously, 
but always consider* the source, as they 
are aware of the fact that he has been 
Buffering from the same disease as the 
editor of The Times during nil of his life. 

• • • 

“All the Evidenoe” Considered. 

"Dr. Sarah Murphy wo* indicted charg¬ 
ed with murder. She was said to have 
caused the death of Katie Bryant by at¬ 
tempting an aoortlon upon her, and while 
there were three wuyo alleged In the In¬ 
dictment by which death could have re¬ 
sulted. still the Commonwealth relied 
solely and alone upon the use of instru¬ 
ments. Tho evidence shows (and I beg to 
state here that this case was tried upon 
all the evidence, and not upon the testi¬ 
mony of any one witness) that Katie 
Bryant died about 11 o'clock at the office 
of Dr. Murphy In this city. Within one 
hour after her death she was removed 
to Boden Brothers' undertaking establish¬ 
ment. and there by one of the Bodens 
prepared for an autopsy, that 1*. her 
clothing was removed by Mr. Bodon. He 
states that at the time of the removal 
of said clot..it 11 ;, there wus no blood of 
any kind on either the clothing or the 
person or limbs of Katie Bryant. The 
autopsy was held by Dr. Woody, of the 
City Hospital, at the Instance of the 
coroner of this county. Dr. Kelly, who 
was present with him along with other 
physicians. 

"Dr. Woody wras told by Dr. Kelly to 
be careful In hi* examination, so Dr. 
Woody states, and for that reason h* 
was careful. lie found no evidence* of 
an attempted abortion of any kind. Every 
part of the girl was Intact, and Dr 
Woody had no Interest whatever in the 
oaae on either side, but was simply acting 
at the instance of the Coroner. He rays 
that there were no signs of either an 
abortion or attempted abortion. He re- I 
moved the uterus, making a tho.-ough ex¬ 
amination, and after puncturing the water 
sac with his scissors (that Is, the ssc in 
which the foetus was) put the uterus into 
a jar and put a lid on It, out did not seal 
same. Ho then removed this jar to h's 
laboratory n< the hospital, where he kept 
It two or three days, and thsa turned it 
over to a man whom he did not know, but 
afterward, when recalled to the witness 
stand, identified as Detective Ross. When 
be gave the* Jar to Ross It ,,*nly contsirod 
the uterus. Ross In turn taat'fled that ho 
gave the Jar to Dr*. Weldner and 8i e«r© 
Who held their autopsy six days 
the first autopsy hitd been n-dd und four 
or five days after the second autopsy had 
been held. Six days later, when Di>. 
Weldner and Spears received the jor. it 
not only contained the uterus that was 
nut there by Dr. Woody, but also the 
brain, kidney und other port* of ihe g.il. 

I doubted at the time, and *UU doubt, the 
! competency of Drs. Weldner and Spears’ 

I testimony, as they saw and held the 
autopsy after two other autopsk-.i had 
been held, and after the body lm*l i>cen 
mutilated in such a way a. to prevent 
their making a satisfactory examfnatior. 
and especially as the whnou for the 
Commonwealth, Dr. Woody, had already 
testified that ne held the autjpay In ene 
hour after the death and found the 
placenta and all the parts Intact t*nd In 
perfect order, and no evidence of an in¬ 
jury or attempted abortion of any kind. 

• • • 

State Given Every Benefit. 

"But on account of tho importance of 
case I allowed this testimony of Drs. 
Weldner and Spears to come In and gave 
the benefit of the doubt to the Common¬ 
wealth Instead of the defendant, which 
Is usual In criminal cases. Both of these 
doctor* testified that they could not say 
what caused tho death of Katie Bryant 
or that there was any evidonce of an at¬ 
tempted abortion except the tear In the 
placenta, and both admitted that this 
could have occurred subsequent to the 
death and during the previous autopsies, 
and neither could say TTiat an Instrument 
had been used. Dr. Spears stated that in 
his judgment the most likely cause of tho 
death was the attempted abortion, but 
the defendant was not being tried for 
what could have caused the girl's death 
or the 'likely* cause, but for the mur¬ 
der of Katie Bryant, and there waa no

evidence connecting her In any way with 
the offense. 

"The blood stains referred to In the 
evidence were found two days after the 
clothing had been removed bv Mr. Boden 
from the body of the dead girl and after 
the first autopsy had been held. There 
wus no evidence upon the port of the 
Commonwealth to snow the condition of 
the girl before she entered the house of 
Dr. Murphy or that she was ever in tho 
operating room of Dr. Murphy, but. on the 
contrary, the testimony of Capt. Hen¬ 
dricks. In giving what purported to be 
the confession of the defendant. Dr. Mur¬ 
phy. showed that the girl claimed to be 
suffering from kidney disease and tliat 
Dr Murphy upon an examination ascer¬ 
tained that she was pregnant and notified 
her that she must leave the house at 
once, und that on account of the poverty 
of the girl, she not having any money 
at said time, tho doctor allowed her to 
remain with the understanding that she 
was to go on Monday, and on Sunday 
preceding the Monday on which she was 
to leave the house she died, 

"As to what an absent witness would 
have stated. If present, who was outside 
the Jurisdiction of the court, I had no 
concern. The case had been coiled three 
times and this witness had never ap¬ 
peared, and there w r as no insurance that 
she ever would, but. upon the contrary, 
everything Indicated that she would not; 
and even If present her testimony could 
have amounted to but little, If anything, 
as It appeared lief ore me that she had 
made contrary statements under oath to 
material facts to lawyers on both sides 
of the case. 

"In conclusion. I beg to say that If the 
morula of this community are to be 
looked /»Jter and fashioned by \he politi¬ 
cal editors of the Morning Herald and 
The Evening Times, then In the language 
of tho negro woman, I any, 'God help us 
all.' 

"I regret very much that under the law 
I am unable to reneh the editors of these 
papers by a contempt proceeding, but af¬ 
ter a thorough examination I have satis¬ 
fied myself that If I attempted to do so It 
would he using arbitrary power such as is 
not warranted under the decisions, and 
while l feel personally and Judicially Ilk- 
theso men should be punished, yrrt at the 
same time my hands are tied und*»r the 
law, and I can only resort to this way of 
setting myself right before a Just public." 
• • • 

Supports Judge Pryor. 


Mr. Huffaker said; 

"In view of what has been published, 
not of me but of your Honor, who is 
the highest official of this court, I deem 
It my duty as an arm of this court to 
make a statement. It has come to my 
knowledge through the public press 
that this court has been censured for 
the acquittal of Mrs. Boss for killing 
her husband. As the Commonwealth’s 
Attorney, charged with the solemn 
duty of my office I will say that I 
prosecuted her with nil the vigor, pow¬ 
er and efficiency that God has given 
me. The evidence show's her to oe a 
woman sixty years of age. a wife and 
a mother. Bhe hnd suffered the pangs of 
maternity eleven times that children 
from her drunken husband might live. 
Six she raised to be honored members 
of society. Five times she stood by the 
open grave of her offspring. By this 
brutal, drunken husband she was drlv. 
en from the home that should have 
been her protection. 1 cross-examined 
her until she Ml fainting on tho wit¬ 
ness stand. Her evidence showed that 
she had been tied to a drunken brute. 
She proved a case of self-defense. My 
conscience and my soul approves of 
what I have done and I believe my Oo4 
approves. 

"As to the Rltz case, that was men¬ 
tioned also In condemnation of your 
honor. While I was not active In the 
prosecution of it. I know* that all that 
money could do to convict him was 
done. They hired four lawyers to con¬ 
vict him, and 1 believe that a Jury hon¬ 
estly chosen rendered a fair verdict In 
his acquittal. 

"I must say as to the Murphy case, 
I was not active In its prosecution be¬ 
cause eminent and powerful counsel 
had been employed to assist me, but 
at no time did I fail to give them such 
aid as they deemed necessary.

**I wish to say to your honor, and I 
say It In defiance of the press, when no 
attack has been made on me, but »iy it 
as a man who tries to do right, that 
after one continuance had been granted 
the Commonwealth It had no furttu»r 
legal grounds for a continuance.

"A© for Mr. O'Neal he has practiced 
many years In this court Once In the 
heat of a political campaign I de¬ 
nounced Wm for defending aggravated 
murder cas^s. But never, will I say has 
he been guilty of any chicanery or 
sharp practice In t*hls court. To-day I 
love and honor and revere him. As for 
Mr Kohn upon one occasion In the 
heat of argument I may have raid 
things unkind and unjust. Of late year© 
he has seldom come Into this court to 
defend murderers. Though I have an 
eye to see and a mind to discern. I have 
at no time detected him In liny prac¬ 
tice that would bring dishonor upon an 
honored profession. As for this court 
Its record la lit a own defender to silence 
the tongues of slander."

Col. Haldeman's Position. 

Col, W. B. Hnldeman. editor of the 
Evening Times, and who Is referred to 
rather pointedly In the statement- to 
the public made by Judge Pryor, yes¬ 
terday afternoon In an editorial In hU 
paper, explained his position In the 
matter as follows: 

"When Mr. Haldemnn Is charged with 
a specific offense. It will bp time enough 
for him to answer It. Sufficient unto 
the day be the evil thereof. It Is Judg<- 
Pryor who ia on trial, not the Editor 
of The Times, who will be neither 
blackguarded, nor diverted from his 
duty.
